Proposal to build seven

LUXURY woodland lodges could be 
built within the grounds of restaurant 
Moor Hall in Aughton under 
proposals which bosses at the 
venue say could create new 
jobs and attract nearly 
£2million in visitor spending 
to the area each year. 

The double Michelin star Moor 
Hall opened in April 2017 fol- 
lowing investment of more than 
£10million in the restoration and redevelopment of 
the Grade II listed building and five acres of sur- 
rounding grounds. 

The seven suites would create 15 new jobs in addi- 
tion to the 85 staff who currently work at the site, 
and the owners believe it will bring an additional

£50,000 into the local area each year and generate

THE borough’s MP Rosie Cooper was among politi- 
cians who grilled former chief adviser to the Prime 
Minister, Dominic Cummings, at the recent joint 
inquiry into lessons learned from the pandemic. 

Cummings came before the Health and Social Care 
and the Science and Technology committees on 
Wednesday, May 26, and was highly critical of the 
government’s decision-making during the last year, 
and in particular slammed the Health Secretary, 
Matt Hancock. 


Following this, Rosie Cooper MP said: “On the face 
of it, Dominic Cummings’ statements about the 
Health Secretary, Matt Hancock, are terrifying. 

“The families of the over one hundred thousand 
people that have died with Covid in the UK will 
undoubtedly be shocked and deeply saddened to 
hear what was said. 

“Staff and the families of those who died in Care 
Homes will also be angry that their loved ones may 
have ‘died needlessly’ because of the incompetence 
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claimed by Mr Cummings. Over the next few weeks, 
I will be watching closely to see what evidence is 
provided to back up this and any other revela- 
tions.” 

At the inquiry Ms Cooper asked Cummings a num- 
ber of questions and they included: “How would 
you rate the performance of the Department of 
Health and Social Care and the Secretary of State? 
Outstanding? Good? Requires improvement? Or, 
inadequate, and why?” 

Mr Cummings answered: “The Secretary of State 
for Health should have been fired for at least 15 or 
20 things, including lying to everybody on multiple 
occasions, in meeting after meeting in the Cabinet 
room, and publicly.” 

He added: “As I said in my opening statement, I 
think that there is no doubt that many senior people 
performed below the standards that the country has 
a right to expect. 

“The Secretary of State for Health is certainly one 
of those people. I said repeatedly to the Prime Minis- 
ter that he should be fired, so did the Cabinet 
Secretary, so did many other senior people.” 

Mr Hancock has refuted the claims.

WHEN Edgar Johnson, from Mere Brow, con- 
tacted Booths supermarkets for advice about 
his brand of fruit snack pots called ‘Famly 
Fuit’ at the age of six, he had no idea they 
would reply and make him their youngest 
supplier. 

Edgar, now aged seven, wrote to Booths dir- 
ector, Graham Booth, about his ‘kitchen table’ 
start-up business making healthy fruit salads, 
which he started up with his mum, Jane John- 
son. 

Edgar’s mum is on a gluten free diet, which 
makes fresh fruit salad, the perfect family pud- 
ding - “famly fuit” is what Edgar calls it. 

Edgar was convinced his mother’s recipe 
should be sold in supermarkets and set about to 
making it happen. 

Jane Johnson said: “It all came from Edgar, he 
thought the salad was so good it was worth shar- 
ing and he designed the logo himself, we started 
packaging it up for local bake sales and farmer’s 
markets and it just took off.” 

Interested in how the supermarkets make up 
and retail fruit pots, Edgar wrote to Graham 
Booth, who put them in touch with the fruit 
buyer David Morris. 

Initially, the Booths team gave Edgar and his 
mum a virtual tour of Booths manufacturing 
(due to Covid restrictions), but the team felt 
Edgar’s fruit pots might have wider appeal. 

David encouraged Edgar and Jane to apply for 
the ‘Meet the Buyer’ day and after a successful 
online pitching session, Edgar and Jane struck a 
deal to supply the fruit pots to stores local to the 
family in Burscough and Hesketh Bank.

Anger after men 
are acquitted in 
Hillsborough trial 


Judge rules retired police 
officers and ex-solicitor 
‘had no case to answer’

TWO retired police officers and an ex-solicitor 
accused of altering police statements after the 
Hillsborough disaster have been acquitted. 

Retired Ch Supt Donald Denton, retired Det Ch 
Insp Alan Foster and former solicitor Peter Metcalf 
had denied perverting the course of justice. 

Mr Justice William Davis ruled they had no case 
to answer. 

He said this was not a statutory 
inquiry and therefore not con- 
sidered ‘a court of law’, so it was 
not a ‘course of public justice’ 
which could be perverted. 

Prosecutor Sarah Whitehouse 
QC said they would not seek 
leave to appeal against the 
judge’s decision. Some of the 96 
fans who lost their lives were 
from Sefton and West Lancashire, including Kevin 
Williams, 15, from Formby, as well as Dave Rim- 
mer, 38, and Colin Sefton, 23, both from 
Skelmersdale. 

Hillsborough campaigner Margaret Aspinall, 
whose son James died in the disaster, said the rul- 
ing was ‘an absolute mockery’ and a ‘shambles’. 

Greater Manchester Mayor Andy Burnham, who 
campaigned with the Hillsborough families, said: 
“We've given it our all but our all was not enough to 


secure any accountab- 
ility for the 96 
unlawful deaths on 
British soil.” 

A statement from Liv- 
erpool FC read: “It is 
with huge disappoint- 
ment that Liverpool 
Football Club notes the 
latest developments in 
the judicial process 
relating to the Hillsbor- 
ough disaster. 

“While it would not 
be our place, legally or 
otherwise, tocomment Kevin Williams from 
on those proceedings 

as they pertain to individuals, it 
is incumbent on us to forcefully

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Cycle lane roadworks 
causing traffic chaos 
for fed-up motorists

ROADWORKS to create cycle 
lanes on a busy street in 
Ormskirk have been causing a 
‘traffic nightmare’ for 
motorists. 

Derby Ward Councillor, Ian 
Davis has called on the County 
Council to do more to tackle the 
traffic congestion resulting from 
the temporary roadworks 
installing the new cycle lane on 
St Helens Road in Ormskirk. 

The county council has respon- 
ded by saying they are “sorry for 
any inconvenience caused, and 
grateful for people’s patience, 
while these improvements are 
ongoing.” 

Our West Lancashire Councillor 
Davis said: “Clearly, the road- 
works have to take place to 
construct the cycle lane, but the 
traffic congestion is significant. 

“I and my ward councillor col- 
leagues have received 
complaints from residents and 
local taxi drivers. 

“My wife almost missed a crit- 
ical medical appointment 
because of the knock-on conges- 
tion from the roadworks. It can 
take 35 minutes at the worst 
times to get through town from 
the Skelmersdale direction with

traffic queuing back almost to 
Ormskirk School.” 

He continued: “I’m calling on 
the County Council to review 
what can be done to improve 
matters. They should revisit the 
timing on the temporary traffic 
lights for a start. 

‘Tve also had reports of the 
roadworks ending at 3pm every 
day. As these road works are 
responsible for significant delays 
to thousands of local people 
every day, that’s not good 
enough. 

“The County Council should 
note the congestion and speed 


up the completion of the works 
so that they are finished as soon 
as possible.” 

A spokesman for Lancashire 
County Council responded: “The 
work to make this busy junction 
safer for pedestrians and cyclists 
and upgrade the traffic signals 
can only be carried out safely 
with temporary lights in place, 
which means that some level of 
disruption is unavoidable, and 
we're sorry for any inconveni- 
ence caused, and grateful for 
people’s patience, while these 
improvements are ongoing. 

“To help minimise queues and 
keep traffic flowing as efficiently 
as possible the temporary lights 
are manually controlled at peak 
times in the morning and even- 
ing rather than being on an 
automatic timed system. 

“The final phase of this project 
began on Thursday, May 27, with 
work continuing during the day 
to install the new signals, and 
the junction being fully closed 
overnight from 8pm to 7am for 
resurfacing work, with signed 
diversions in place. 

“As long as no delays are 
caused by bad weather this is 
due to be completed on Friday, 
June 11, with the final work to 
set the timings on the new sig- 
nals due to take place on 
Monday, June 14.”

AINTREE and Liverpool 
University NHS Trust and 
Southport and Ormskirk NHS 
Trust have been granted 
‘Freedom of the Borough’ by 
Sefton Council. 

The local authority made the 
decision at a Cabinet meeting on 
Thursday, May 27 to show their 
appreciation of their hard work 
during the pandemic. 

The Champion reported last 
week how Council officers were 
considering bestowing the hon- 
our on the two trusts. 

It is the highest honour the 
council can bestow on an indi- 
vidual or organisation. It means 
those receiving the award has 
‘the right, privilege, honour and 
distinction of marching through 
the streets of the borough on all 
ceremonial occasions with col- 
ours flying, bands playing, 


drums beating and bayonets 
fixed’. 

Cllr Ian Maher Sefton Council 
Leader wanted to stress how spe- 
cial the award is, explaining how 
Freedom of the Borough has only 
ever been given on a handful of 
occasions. 

He said: “Freedom of the Bor- 
ough is not something we give 
easily in Sefton. I can only think 
of four or five previous occasions 
when we have awarded it. 

“This is about recognising staff 
in our health service going above 
and beyond. During the early 
pandemic when they didn’t have 
the equipment to protect them- 
selves, but they still went in to 
work and put themselves at risk. 

“We give Freedom of the Bor- 
ough to people and organisations 
for exceptional reasons and there 
can be no more exceptional 


reason than NHS staff at all 
levels, putting themselves in 
potential harm’s way to protect 
our residents and communities.” 

Scrolls of Honorary Freemen 
and organisations awarded Free- 
dom of Entry to the Borough are 
displayed in the Mayor’s Parlour 
at Bootle and Southport Town 
Halls. 

The costs of the scroll and 
reception for Aintree and Liver- 
pool University NHS Trust and 
Southport and Ormskirk NHS 
Trust would be financed from the 
Mayoral Hospitality budget pro- 
vision.

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Animal poacher 
banned from rural 


areas of borough 


Man allowed his dogs 
to cruelly maim and kill 
wild rabbits and hares

A DOG owner has been given a Criminal Beha- 
viour Order (CBO) after being sentenced for 
offences including animal poaching and is now 
excluded from entering vast areas around West 
Lancashire and Sefton. 

Daniel Ratchford, 36, of Wellfield Road, Wigan is 
now excluded for five years from all rural areas 
between Ormskirk and the Sefton coast, between 
Ormskirk and Crosby, Maghull, Kirkby and between 
Wigan and Lancashire around the Douglas Valley. 

It also prevents him from being part of a group of 
two or more people who are in control of any dog 
anywhere in England, as well as prohibiting him 
from trespassing on any land and from acting in a 
manner likely to cause harassment or distress. 

Ratchford was given the order after previously 
being found guilty of four poaching offences, hunt- 
ing wild animals with dogs and five breaches of a 
Dog Disqualification Order. 

In addition to the CBO, he was also handed a 32 
week custodial sentence suspended for two years, a 
16-week 7pm-6am tagged curfew, Rehabilitation 
Order, lifetime prohibition from keeping dogs and 
all of his dogs were forfeited to police for rehoming. 

An investigation into Ratchford began after police 
received information that he was committing 
poaching offences on private farmland, allowing 
his Lurcher-cross dogs to kill wild rabbits and hares. 

As a result, Lancashire’s South Rural Task Force, 
along with Merseyside Police’s Wildlife Crime Unit

and RSPCA Special Operations Unit, executed a 
warrant at Ratchford’s property in the early hours 
of Thursday, March 11. 

Five dogs were found inside, in breach of his life- 
time disqualification which he was given in 2014. 

Speaking after the sentencing, PC Paddy Stewart, 
Rural Crime Officer in Lancashire’s South Rural 
Task Force said: “Ratchford allowed his dogs to 
cruelly maim and kill rabbits and hares. 

“Offenders like Ratchford know that animals like 
hares don’t die instantly after one bite from a dog, 
they are often unsuccessfully grabbed several 
times, causing graphic injuries and distress 

“And that’s if they survive; the vast majority die 
suffering and screaming in agonising pain. 

Police are calling on the rural communities 
enforce Ratchford’s CBO. If people see him commit- 
ting any breaches of the order, they should call 
police on 101.

Then, if answered, being advised to go to 
A&E or the ‘Drop In’ centre. 

I could go on with examples. 

Even their fellow professionals in these 
places shake their heads. 

The bottom line is GPs in this area have 
gone missing in action. 

They have failed the community. 

I count my family’s experience as being 
typical of many others in this area. In fact, 
others have experienced much worse from 
He very people they turn to for medical 

elp. 

Ironically, a recent Mori poll commissioned 
by the NHS reported around 80% of patients 
saying they had experienced, ‘care and con- 
cern from their GP during the pandemic. 

The pollsters had obviously not been to 
Maghull.

Face masks littering 
estate pavements 
prompts clean-up 


Council to erect signs in 
the area urging people to 
dispose of items responsibly 


FACE masks being discarded on pavements in 
Skelmersdale have prompted the council to 
launch an anti-littering campaign to deal with 
the problem. 

Following complaints from residents about the 
number of face masks littering the Pimbo Estate, 
West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper contacted the 
borough council to ensure the area is being 
cleaned. 

The MP said: “Residents were rightly upset with 
the high level of face masks having been thrown 
away and littering around the Pimbo Estate. 

“Having raised the matter with the local council I 
was pleased to hear from the head of environment 
services that the Clean and Green Team will be 
along to litter pick and that they have launched an 
anti-littering campaign. 

“This will include a focus on wearing reusable 
face masks and responsibly disposing of single use 
ones. 

“Local businesses in the area have also been con- 
tacted to help encourage their employees and 
customers to also act responsibly.” 

A spokesperson for West Lancashire Borough 
Council said: “We can confirm that an officer from 
WLBC visited Pimbo Industrial Estate and the sur- 
rounding area on May 19, 2021 and did find 
numerous face masks that had been discarded.

“We quickly took action and the Environmental 
Enforcement Team are now arranging for signage 
to be placed in the area to deter people from litter- 
ing. 

“We are also actively encouraging local busi- 
nesses to support this by placing the signage in 
buildings and outside offices. 

“Enforcement Officers will continue to monitor 
the area for any further issues. 

“Additionally, officers from WLBC's Environ- 
mental Services Team launched an anti-littering 
campaign in February specifically around the cor- 
rect disposal of single-use face masks and a series 
of messages are released by the council's social 
media platform on a regular basis. 

“The aim of the campaign is to encourage people 
to wear re-usable face masks where possible and 
highlight the issues around the littering of face 
masks and the impact that this has on both the 
borough and the wider environment.”

Renault might be slimmin 
down its UK offering, but the 
Arkana still gets a ferry ticket! 


FORGET gym memberships, self-help books 
and cutting out the carbs. If I wanted to know 
about slimming down, I’d be asking the chaps 
in charge of Renault’s UK range. 

During an idle of Bank Holiday web browsing I 
clicked onto the carmaker’s French website and 
found no fewer than seven models that you can 
happily order if you live in its home market, but 
are absent from our showrooms in right-hand- 
drive form. 

Some of them I’m not remotely surprised at, such 
as the Koleos, which was quietly axed here last 
year. It offers virtually everything its Nissan X-Trail 
cousin does, but with two fewer seats. 

Nobody buys big MPVs these days either, so the 
current-gen Espace has never made it across the 
Channel, but you can’t fail to raise an eyebrow 
that the Scenic no longer gets a ferry ticket 
either. 

It’s the same story with its slightly bigger sibling, 
the Grand Scenic, and while you can buy the Kan- 
goo over here in van form, including in electric- 
only guise, the same is no longer true of its people- 
carrying cousin, if Renault’s UK website is any- 
thing to go by, 

La Regie has, however, decided to bring the 
Arkana over to these shores, with its UK arm tak- 
ing orders as of this week. 


Think of it as a sort of BMW X4 or a Mercedes- 
Benz GLC Coupé with a welcome helping of Gal- 
lic charm and you won't be far off. 

It’s got the ground clearance, chunky aesthetics 
and commanding driving position you’d expect 
from any of today’s crossovers, but then Renault’s 
lobbed a sizeable chunk off its upper echelons 
and given it a coupé-esque profile. 

So that’s five seats, five Euro NCAP stars, three 
trim levels and a choice of hybrid-assisted petrol 
engines — and if you go for the mild hybrid ver- 
sion, a boot that’s bigger than the Kadjar’s. 

But the reason why I think it’ll take off where 
clearly the Koleos and Espace haven't is because 

while it looks like an X4 or a GLE Coupé, it costs 
nearly twenty grand less. As much as coupé-esque 
crossovers aren't really my cup of tea, there’s a 
steady queue of people who love the idea of a car 
that looks good and can handle the odd rutted 
track on the way to a campsite or National Trust 
house — and on the former, I think the Arkana is a 
good-looking car. 

It’s no Alfa 4C or Jaguar F-Type, but for a five- 
door family car that costs about the same as a 
Mondeo or an entry-level 1-Series, it offers a lot of 
sloping roofline for the money, and nobody else is 
really doing that at the moment — VW’s ID4, when 
it arrives, will be electric-only, and while Kia’s new 
Sportage won't be about to break any mirrors, it’s 
still won’t have the Arkana’s look-at-me sloping 
roofline. 

In fact, if anything the scalp the Arkana might be 
about to take is the poor old Kadjar’s — both mod- 
els cost about the same, but I wouldn’t be 
surprised if a few people thinking about the older 
offering decide to go for the sleek new arrival 
instead, which is a shame because the Kadjar’s still 
a thoroughly decent steer if you’ve looking for a 
five-seater family shifter. 

Hopefully Renault’s got room for both. Unless it’s 
thinking of slimming down again...

Care Homes with Dementia Care 
are designed to make people living 
with dementia feel more comfortable 
and safe. 


Respite Care is a short-term stay, 
often around one to two weeks, in 
a care home. Respite breaks can be 
planned or unplanned, in cases of 
emergency. Often, a respite break 
is arranged to give a carer a holiday 
from their care-related duties. 


This is particularly common when 
friends or family members are acting 
as a carer and allows them time 
to look after their own health and 
well-being.

As we age, some of the things we 
take for granted, such as our vision, 
hearing and personal hygiene can 
deteriorate and become more 
difficult to us to take care of. 


We must pay more attention to 
looking after our eyesight in older 
age. Lighting in the home can be an 
issue. At the age of 60, your eyes 
need three times the amount of 
light than they needed at 20 years 
of age. To make the most of your 
lighting at home keep your windows 
clean and pull the curtains back as 
far as possible. Ensure stairs are 
well lit and use a flexible table lamp 
for reading or close work. Everyone 
aged 60 and over qualifies for a 
free NHS-funded sight test, every 
2 years. The test also looks for 
age-related changes as well as 
eye conditions such as cataracts, 
age-related macular degeneration 
(AMD) and glaucoma, which can 
lead to sight loss. These conditions 
can be detected at an early stage, 
often before you’ve even noticed 
that anything is wrong. 


Hearing problems can also be 
serious. If you notice signs such as 
difficulties in hearing people on the 


telephone, or others complaining 
the TV volume is very high, then it 
may be time to seek professional 
advice. Hearing loss is extremely 
common and approximately one in 
three people between the age of 
65 and 74 experience hearing loss. 


When it comes to bathing there 
is usually a deeper cause for 
someone’s refusal to wash than 
just “not wanting to”. Bathrooms 
can become dangerous places for 
someone with reduced mobility 
who is unsteady on their feet. 
Those living with Alzheimer’s and 
other forms of dementia may simply 
forget that they have not showered 
recently, whilst others may tire easily 
or suffer with shortness of breath. 
Helping someone bathe, shave and 
dress can be difficult. 

Knowing how to handle

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As we age, our bodies change, and 
moving around isn’t as easy as it 
once was. But just because you can’t 
do the things you were doing as a 20 
year old, it doesn’t mean you should 
stop trying to figure out ways to keep 
your body active. The best way to 
stay mobile is to not stop in the first 
place. We can’t always control what 
happens to our bodies — genetics, 
emotional health and disease can 
change our abilities to stay mobile. 
Its important that you don’t give up 
and keep looking for ways that work 
best for you to keep you independent 
as long as possible. 


Balance can become an issue as we 
age. We just aren’t as steady on our 
feet as we once were, and it makes 
falling more likely. Maintaining an 
active lifestyle and a healthy weight 
can help. Strength training is also a 
good way to improve your balance 
and it maintains muscle mass and can 
help with bone health. If exercise has 
been part of your daily routine since 
you were young, then make sure to 
keep walking, running, swimming

your health, it also helps ensure your 
independence for a lot longer. 

The NHS recommends that older 
adults should do some type of 
physical activity every day and that 
any activity is better than none.

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Consider if they had a funeral plan 
in place. 

Check their financial documents 
for signs of a prepaid plan. If it 
was bought from a provider that’s 
registered with the Funeral Planning 
Authority (FPA), you may be able to 
find it by filling in a form on the FPA’s 
website. 


Ask family and friends for their 
views. 

You don’t have to take it all on your 
shoulders. Talking to family and 
friends might help with a personal 
recommendation for a funeral 
director. And it might also reveal 
some things you didn’t know that 
might help guide your choice, or the 
type of funeral you choose. 


Have a budget in mind. 

Be realistic about your budget, and 
don’t feel you need to spend more 
than you can afford, or more than 
whats available from the money 
they’ve left behind. There’s nothing 
wrong with asking what the simplest 
service they offer would cost, or 


opting for a pared-down funeral or 
direct cremation. 


Questions to ask a funeral director 


If they’re a member of any 
professional associations. 

To ensure high standards, ask ifthey’re 
registered with an organisation that 
monitors standards and has a code of 
practice, like the NAFD or SAIF. 


What’s included, and what costs 
extra. 

Ask for a quote that has a breakdown 
of the services included, so you can 
make a balanced judgement before 
the final invoice arrives. 


Which services you have a choice 
about. 

A funeral director can organise 
some or all of a funeral. So if you 
want to source the coffin, or arrange 
your own transport, check how 
flexible they can be. 


Ask about the bill. 

Do they need a deposit, and when 
will the full payment need to be 
made?
